Although I have not the shadow of a doubt about this, I | 
cannot prove it for the skeptical mind. You cannot prove | 
a thing like this as you can a theorem in geometry or a point 
of law. You simply ‘know this truth through your expe- 
rience with faith. 


Something whispers it to your heart and that 
whisper drowns out doubt. This is the intuition of 
conviction. And it is as good logic as any the philoso- 
phers can devise. Emerson said, “When God wants 
to carry a point with his children, he plants his argu- 
ment in the instincts.” 

So, today, I'am asking you to follow no intricate and 
reasoned argument, but only to have faith—faith like a 
little child, who believes that nothing is too good to be true. 
Trust Him who said, “If it were not so, I would not have 
told you.” He will not allow you to place your trust in 
a false hope. 

The greatest gift that faith can offer you is this prom- 
ise of life eternal, life beyond the grave. At no time does 
faith sound its trumpets of victory more triumphantly 
than now, at Easter. Listen to the great words that have 
come ringing down through the centuries. Listen to the 
promise of faith: 

“T am the resurrection and the life: he that believeth in 
me, though he were dead, yet shall he live: and whosoever 
liveth and believeth in me shall never die.”

God means the same to.me as to millions who have 
lived before me. I give my conception of Him as em- 
bodied in the statement of another. 


' “Here is a man who was born and grew up in an 
obscure village, the child of a peasant woman. He 
worked in a carpenter shop until He was 30, and then 
for three years He was itinerant preacher. He 
never wrote a book. He never held an office. He 
never owned a home. He never had a family. He 
never went to college. He never put His foot inside a 
big city, nor traveled 200 miles from the place where 
he was born. He never did one of those things that 
usually accompany greatness. He had no credentials 
but Himself. 


“While still a young man, the tide of popular 
opinion turned against Him. His friends ran, one 
denied Him. He was turned over to His enemies. He 
went through the mockery ofa trial. He was nailed 
upon a cross between two thieves. His executioners 
gambled for the only piece of property He had on 
earth while He was dying—His coat. When He was 
dead He was laid in a borrowed grave through the

Thus Tydings entrenched him- 
self in three of the top fields ‘in 
legislative life—military, foreign 
affairs and atomic. None of his 
colleagues can boast of having a 
finger in any more important pies. 

Tydings hasn’t always been an 
administration man. He was so far 
out of line with the late President 
Roosevelt’s policies at one time 
that FDR marked him for extinc- 
tion in the 1938 purge that failed. 

During and since the war Ty- 
dings has drifted back into the 
good graces of the White House. 
There have been some variations, 
such as his demand that the Presi- 
dent take the lead in calling a 
world disarmament conference. 
This- idea was snubbed by the

However, Tydings has fought— 
and now is fighting—some tough 
battles for Mr. Truman. 

It was he who led defense forces 
when the President’s nomination 
of Edwin W. Pauley as Undersec- 
retary of the Navy ran into trouble 
in the Senate.

With all the blossoms coming out, we are reminded that the 
snakes will be coming out of hibernation. We do not expect the 
average nature lover to love snakes with the same deep affection 
that the Allen boys—Florida’s Ross and Atlanta’s Oliver—display 
for them, but we do appeal for a little tolerance and understanding 
because many of the snakes are harmless and destroy insects, rats 
and mice. 

We advise caution in country infested with rattlesnakes, copper- 
heads, cotton-mouth mocassins and the colorful, but deadly, coral 
snake with its transverse stripes of red, black and yellow;. but we 
plead for the lives of the harmless green grass snake, the black 
snake, the innocent little ring-neck snake, the De Kay’s brown 
snake and the many varieties of garter snakes distinguished by 
lengthwise stripes. 

The king snake with its white or yellow transverse bands, the 
milk snake, and the hog-nose snake, so-called because of his snout 
which comes up to a pert point may startle you when they suddenly 
wriggle across your garden path, but they are harmless and deserve 
a better fate than being slapped over their innocent heads with a 
spade. 

It is wise whén walking through wooded or rocky areas 

to keep your eyes on the ground ahead of you. Rattlers or 
copperheads are so well camouflaged that they are not easily 
distinguished from sand or dead leaves. Poke a long stick 
under logs or rocks before you sit down to enjoy a picnic 
lunch, and be careful when turning over flat stones with your 
bare hands. Copperheads often lurk under rocks, but so do 
harmless snakes. 

Also, be not afraid of salamanders, lizards or chameleons which 
may turn up from a rotted log or dart across your flower garden 
in search of their insect prey. They have no teeth to bite nor stingers 
to sting. The little red-faced lizard, known as the skink or scorpion, 
is a fierce-looking little creature, but you have no reason to be afraid 
of him. He'll get out of your way-~angd fast. 

The harmless snakes have tiny teeth but no fangs. The snake’s 
tongue, which keeps darting from its mouth, is not a stinger—only 
a feeler. Meanwhile, peruse the following poem written by that 
serpentine stanza-slinger, Hoke P. Tunia, urging the public to be 
less rough on reptiles: 


NOT EVERY SNAKE IN THE GRASS WE GRASP IS AN ASP 

Since that snake disrupted Eden, sons of Adam and of Eve 

Shriek or swoon or both when weedin’ garden plots, if they 
perceive 

In the grass a sudden squirmin’, “It’s a rattlesnake!” they shriek. 

They'll not tarry to determine if it’s venomous or meek. 


Seldom one will try to bite you unless on its spine you tread; 

And instead of taking flight, you should stay calm and use your 
head. 

While you may not crave to pet them, you at least can treat 
them nice. 

Why not be content to let them live on insects, rats and mice? 


Now that we've asked you to be considerate of serpents, we 
advise you to walk cautiously and carry a.stout stick when you 
walk in the woods just in case you might run into one of the poison- 
ous snakes. You don’t need a shotgun to dispatch a snake. If neces- 
sary, you can kill it with the stick; but lay off those we have de- 
scribed as harmless.

Since that time, Dr. Boland 
has uncovered new material and 
angles that clearly point up the 
validity of Dr. —ong’s claim and 
explain how Dr. Morton came 
into possession of the knowledge 
that the Georgia country doctor 
using ether as surgical 
anesthesia.

It is of record 
that Jackson made many trips to 
Georgia to survey the mines at 
Dahionega, which, between 1829 
and 1849 was the scene of a con- 
siderable “gold rush.” Jeffer- 
son was a stage stop on the 
route from Augusta, where the 
railroad ended, to Dahlonega. 
It is natural, Dr. Boland writes, 
that Dr. Jackson would have 
made it a point to contact Dr. 
Long about the use of ether in 
surgery since the countryside 
was buzzing about Dr. Long's 
accomplishments. Here, Dr. 
Boland contends, is the link that 
connects Jefferson, Ga., and the 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
in Boston, where four years 
later Dr. Morton performed his 
operation with ether, calling it 
“letheon” to conceal its real 
identity. 

That Dr. Jackson would not 
hesitate to steal Dr. Long’s dis- 
covery cannot be disputed. He 
is the same Dr. Jackson who 
met Samuel F. B. Morse on a 
sea voyage and the talk turned 
to Morse’s experiments with the 
telegraph. After Morse per- 
fected his invention, Jackson 
claimed he was the principal in- 
ventor and Morse had to enter 
into lengthy litigation to have 
himself declared sole .inventor 
of the telegraph. Later Jackson 
also contested C. F. Schoenbein’s 
discovery of gun cotton in 1845 
and it also said that he claimed 
to have discovered the circula- 
tion of the blood, the achieve- 
ment of William Harvey in 1628! 

To cap all of these unethical 
and unsavory claims, Jackson 

aljvised the French Academy 
secretly that it was he who had 
discovered ether anesthesia after 
he had agreed with Dr. Morton 
to claim the discovery fen 

Dr. Boland writes: 

“This record vf events “in 
Jackson’s life is well recognized 
by medical writers, but usually 
merely mentioned and passed. 
This the present author cannot 
do, because the repetition of so 
many incredible acts of this 
kind leads to the inevitable con- 
clusion that Jackson vvould com- 
mit others. If he thus at- 
tempted to seize disco/eriés 
(from others) why would he not 
treat Crawford Long in a similar 
manner?” 

Dr. Boland, as a medical his- 
torian, has long been interested 
in the Ether Controversy and an 
ardent champion of Dr. Long’s 
discovery claims. He has pro- 
duced a readable book, one that 
will prove of interest to ail 
Georgians, especially members 
of the medical profession. It is 
a great tribute to Dr. Long and 
should prove a vital factor in es- 
tablishing him as the real dis- 
coverer of ether anesthesia and 
accrue to him the proper recog- 
nition he deserves. Georgia and 
the rest of the South accord Dr, 
Long this honor and Dr. Bo 
land’s book will go a long “way 
in convincing the rest of the 
world that a egrave injustice 
needs rectifying.—S. F. L.

is may sound like treason, but it is the considered opinion of the author of 


this fascinating historical volume and Professor of History at the University of Georgia. 


“There was nothing immoral 
or evil in secession and in the 
attempt of the South to estab- 
lish its independence. . . . The 
fall of the Confederacy was an 
example of might making right,” 
Dr. Coulter writes. He admits, 
however, “in the light of sub- 
sequent history, including even 
the Reconstruction the Union,” 
that it was probably a good 
thing that the South lost the war 
and the Union was preserved. 

This is not the history of the 
War Between the States, which, 
incidentally was a nomer that 
came into general usage after 
the conflict had ended. It was 
coined by Alexander Stephens, 
the Georgian who became Vice 
President of the Confederacy. 
Mili compaigns are relegated 
into background of this 
volume, which concerns itself 
mainly with the whole picture 
of the South during the war 
years. 

It is noted that Atlanta, mind- 
ful that she was not the capital 
of Georgia, offered a district to 
be used as the Capital of the 
Confederacy. One newspaper, 
citing Atlanta’s many qualifica- 
tions, added: . . . “and as for 
*goobers,’ an indispensable ar- 
ticle for a Southern Legislator, 
we have them all the time.” 

After Sherman had burned At- 
lanta, the city was pillaged by 
Georgians, 250 wagons from the 
surrounding country coming in 
to carry off what was left. 

It appears that Southern 
womanhood was not all of one 
mind in their patriotism. Some 
of them staged “bread riots” and 
acts of banditry. Historian Coul- 
*er writes: “A group of 15 or 20 
well-dressed women entered a 
store on Whitehail Street, At- 
lanta, and asked the price of 
bacon. On being informed it was 
$1.10 a pound, a tall woman, a 
shoemaker’s wife and leader of 
the group, whipped out a navy 
revolver and told the women to 
take what they wanted. They 
went to other shops and paid 
their own prices or nothing.” He 
notes that similar raids took 
place in Macon, Columbus, Au- 
gusta, Mobile and other cities. 

Joseph E. Brown, Georgia’s 
wartime Governor, was bitterly 
hated or warmly defended by 
most of his contemporaries. He 
remains to this day an enigma, 
says Dr. Coulter, who records 
that Brown ruled Georgia as an 
empire of his own, placing State 
rights and oldtime personal 
liberties ahead of Confederate 
independence. Despite this, Gov- 
ernor Brown eventually organ- 
ized Georgia for war efficient- 
ly and effectively and early 
gained the reputation of having 
armed Georgia more completely 
than was the case in any other 
State. 

This is an intensely interesting 
book. Not all of it will be read 
with pride by Southerners, at

A main thesis Is the changing 
pattern of treason—‘“it is no 
longer an individual activity. 
The traitor of our time tends to 
be a gear in an international ma- 
chine dedicated ultimately to the 
conquest of world power and 
hence to the overthrow of all 
governments inimical to its to- 
talitarian plans. They are no 
longer principals, but mere 
agents.” 

To reach his survey of the re- 
cent cases of the Axis Sallys, 
Ezra Pounds, Coplons, Hisses 
et al which fill the final third 
of the 500-page work, the au- 
thor goes back into the English 
common law of the Middle Ages, 
the transitions of treason in Eu- 
rope through the following cen- 
turies and the crystalization in 
the American Constitution of a 
modern definition for the single 
crime mentioned by the Found- 
ing Fathers.

The hideous day reeled into drunken 
night. The body was claimed, bathed, 
wrapped in clean linen, put in the tomb, 
and the rock rolled before it. 


Today the tomb is empty. The Christ 
is risen. - 

On earth, troubled as always, confused 
man tries to fit the Resurrection into the 
pattern of ‘his life and give to that life 
meaning. 


Hundreds of jarring ‘sects seek, with 
words, ritual, rite and rationalization to 
explain Him; to interpret Him; to say He 
meant this or that; to assert what He 
would do under a certain set of circum- 
stances; to claim Him for this cause and 
that; to use Him to bolster or destroy an 
argument. The air is filled with their 
voices. From pulpits, from platforms, 
from street corners men and women cry 
out their interpretation of Him who died 
on the cross, was entombed, and rose from 

‘the dead to sit on the right side of God, 
the Father. 


There is, among Christians and those 
who accept Christ but remain out of or- 
ganized forms of worship of Christ, the 
uneasy feeling that Christ does not rest; 
that the pain of the nails, the spear, the 
bitter affront of the wine turned vinegar 
sour, still pain and affront the Christ who 
left the earth with the message, “I am the 
way,’ and who awaits the sound of man’s 
feet on the way. It is this which gives 
to so many a guilt complex over the ob- 


vious failure to fit the compassionate gen- 


‘tleness, the profound humility, the self- 


denial and fierce indignation of Christ’s 


character to the complex, competitive, 


mechanized urban civilization of today. . 

Yet, it is wrong to say there has been 
only failure. The awful shadow of the 
two great bombs are upon us; the threat 
of the Godless Soviet power grips and 
shakes the economies and politics of the 
world, 

But, still, there is ample evidence that 
Christianity has been and is a continuing 
force in our lives. The veneer may be 
thin. But man is devoting more of his 
time to the humanities than ever before. 
The Christian world is giving itself to 
the problems of the sick, the poor, the 
wretched in greater measure than before. 
The Christian ideal is accepted as th 
ideal. 

There is no twilight of Christianity or 
of God. 

It was not until long after the Cruci- 
fixion and the Resurrection that Chris- 
tianity came into contact with the larger 
currents of man’s thought and life. It still 
has not had time to reach the minds of 
millions over the world. 

In rhan’s agony of spirit he wails be- 
cause Christ has not been fully accepted 
by the world. Perhaps we have moved 
closer to Him than we know. Certain it 
is there are more persons today seeking 
the Way than ever before. 

It may be we shall find Him sooner 
than we know. 

The symbol of the empty tomb and the 
cross are still man’s last, best hope on 
earth.

Even after the time 
of Jesus there are ancient writings in which are recorded pro- 
tests against the excessive charges for sacrificial birds and animals. 
They were what we today would call “rackets” and the racketeers 
went right back on the job after tke crucifixion of Christ. 

This act was His death warrant, wholly aside from the pro- 
phetic requirement of it, because it caused the underground lead- 
ers to see in Him the popular figure who could lead the insur- 
rection against great Rome. 


Excuse Cleansing of the temple gave the chief priests, the 

scribes and the Sadducees an excuse. They_ were 
afraid to kill him for religious reasons. It was not the Jewish 
people who wanted Him killed. It was they whom the chief priests 


and Sadducees feared. As Luke said, “The people hung upon His © 


words.” There are several mentions of the love the people had 
for him and the fear thus aroused in the hearts of his enemies, 
the collaborators of the ruling class. 
But after the cleansing of the temple, events moved swiftly. 
Judas was bribed. The arrest was secret and at night. There 
was an illegal “hearing” in the High Priest’s home. They took Him 
then to Pilate. Note well one ofthe chief accusations these Saddu- 
cee collaborators made: “He forbids us to give tribute to Caesar,” 
and, again, John reports they cried: “We have no king but Caesar. 


T ical It was a typical, collaborator frame-up, utterly lacking 
yp! in integrity and truth. Once He had died on the cross 
they believed Him finished. The story of the Resurrection they 
branded as false, paying money to informers to spread the word it 
But the old feeling for revolt kept steaming. It was 
66 years after Christ’s crucifixion and denied Resurrection before 
it finally burst into full flame. The city fell and was destroyed 
by the Roman legions. There were so many crosses on the hills, 
they resembled a forest and the stink of dead and rotting bodies 
made the air almost unendurable. 

The Man who had died on the cross between two thieves was 
kept in the hearts of the small bands of Christians. It was to be 
many years before the world was to meet with His words and to 
be comforted, raised up and sustained by them. 

He walks the seas of all our lives. He is made evident in 
daily deeds. In 1950 man cowers beneath the shadow of awesome 
bombs and grapples with great problems, But more men call on 
Him than ever before. And beyond the hills of fear and doubt 
there is that promise of eternity of which that empty tomb on 
an ancient hill of old Jerusalem is a symbol.

Let's Protect Our Investment 


It’s a long way from the first grade through the eleventh, and thousarfds upon 
thousands of Georgia’s children aren’t making the trip. Here’s an indication: Dur- 
ing the last school year, 1948-49, there were 66,494 students in the first grades of 
the State’s white schools, and only 21,893 in the eleventh grade. On the basis of 


| $ these figures, two-thirds of the starters fall by the wayside. 
it is-indicated less than 10 percent make the eleventh grade. 


In the Negro schools, 
In 1948-49 there were 58,982 children 


in the first grade of Negro schools, and only 5,506 in the eleventh. 


Naturally, there are many factors contributing 
to this terrific decline. Many of those factors 
probably are beyond control of school authorities, 
but there are certain physical conditioners of 
school attendance which .hould be the concern 
of all citizens of this State. 

First, let’s consider the school plant. Some 
facilities are small inducement for eleven years 
of attendance. 


The State Department of Education’s an- 
nual report through the year ending June 30, 
1949, reveals of 4,239 public schools in the 
State, 1,677 were one-teacher schools. Most of 
these one-teacher schools are Negro schools. 
Of 2,587 Negro schools in the State, 1,511 
were one-teacher. 


There were 153 two-teacher schools for white 
children and 516 for Negro students. Bad as the 
gmall-school problem is, it isn’t as bad as it has 
been. Since 1945, 534 small schools have been 
consolidated. 

Consolidation, of course, is the answer to much 
of the school woe in Georgia. In many instances, 
however, there are difficult obstacles. In the 
counties, and the cities, there are sectional 

ousies and misunderstandings of the problem. 

The total value of the white school plant in 
Georgia last year was set at $122,989,379.66. This 
figure includes buildings and grounds, library 
books and teaching aids, and equipment. The 
value of the white school plant averaged $309.16 
per pupil on the basis of average daily attendance. 

The Negro schools have a far different set of 
figures. The total value of the Negro school plant 
was reported as $17,904,947.45, or an average of 
$89.49. These figures, both white and Negro, 
_ embrace all public schools in the State—city and 
county systems. 

The averages, with the inclusion of city 
echools, a picture which is discouragi 

enough, but school conditions can be shown in 
even worse light by considering specific rural 


areas. : 
Remember, the average per white pupil in 


school plant was $309.16 per pupil on a State- 
wide basis. In Atkinson County at the end of 
June last year the average was $120.37; in Banks, 
$113.09; Dougherty, $79.84; Union, $63. These 
figures exclude any city systems which might be 
in the quoted counties. 

Let’s look at some Negro schools, where the 
Statewide plant investment average per student 
is $89.49. Crisp showed $8.20 invested per Negro 
pupil; Jones was reported at 49 cents per Negro 
pupil. This figure includes library books only, 
valued at $440, and no buildings. Rockdale was 
reported at $7.27 per pupil in Negro plant invest- 
ment, and Schley, $3.92. ' 

Some counties are doing nearly as much for 
their Negro pupils as for the white. Here are a 
few examples: Appling County’s average invest- 
ment for white students was $173.41, and $122.47 
for the Negro students; Bryan, $355.34 and 
$238.79; Walker, $188.05 and $121.76. 


At the lecal level, Georgia’s schools are 
making a valiant effort to provide better 
facilities. A recent survey showed that since 
the war, and up into 1950, more than $46,- 
000,000 had been voted in bond issues for 
school building purposes. During this same 
period only $2,000,000 in bonds failed to win 
approval of the voters. More and more 
money, too, is going inte Negro school plants. 


Yet, the size of the task indicates State aid 


for school building purposes is sorely needed. 
Another factor in school attendance is getting 


travel can in many instances be considered only 

one more hazard in an effort to attend school.

Stone Mountain Loan 
Will Be Studied 


WASHINGTON—Georgia congressmen have 
started a general exodus homeward to take ad- 
vantage of the 10-day recess ordered by the 

House to permit the Senate to catch up with the legislative program. 
Practically all members of the House delegation are planning to 
spend the period with their families and friends in their districts. 

One of the few exceptions is Rep. Paul Brown, of Elberton, who 
had previous engagements which will keep him in Washington until 
the House meets again on April 17. Rep. James C. Davis, of Decatur, 
will not be able to return to the State until the middle of the week. 
Many of the others have already gone, leaving immediately after 
the recess started on Friday. Due to the Senate continuipg in session 
neither Sen. Walter F. George nor Sen. Richard B. Russell will be 
able to go home for the Spring vacation, which is purely a House 
matter, 

The lower body is able to take time off occasionally bécause it 
moves more expeditiously in considering legislation. Unlike the 
House, the Senate has no rules limiting debate, which means that it 


usually takes three times as long to pass a bill there. 
Rep. Davis is having to remain over in Washing- 


RF C Parley ton until Wednesday to take part in the im- 
portant conference he has arranged with Chairman Harley Hise, of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, regarding the $3,000,000 
loan being sought by the Stone Mountain Park Authority for de- 
veloping the project into a great tourist attraction for Georgia. 
Gov. Herman Talmadge has promised to attend the conference and 
will bring with him Scott Candler, of Decatur; Douglas N. McCurdy, 
of Stone Mountain, and Murray Howard, of Atlanta——all members 
of the Stone Mountain Park Authority. Both Georgia senators are 
also expected to join in the RFC conference. 

Judge Davis, who has been working on the loan for some time, 
is highly optimistic over the prospects for gaining final approval. 
With the money he sees an opportunity for Georgia to develop one 
of the greatest scenic State parks in the country, one that will ulti- 


mately bring thousands of visitors to the State. 

After sitting through the long tax bill hearings 
Tax Outlook by the House Ways and Means Committee, of 
which he is a high-ranking member, Rep. Sydney Camp, of Newnan, 
sees this kind of tax revision legislation shaping up: A general 
reduction, applied percentagewise, on all of the wartime imposed 
excise taxes, with further cuts of at least 50 percent on special 
items like jewelry, furs and ladies’ handbags. The present excise 
taxes on transportation, telegraph and telephone bills, and admis- 
sions will also be reduced in the Committee measure, he says. 

Rep. Camp doesn’t think the Committee will throw the Federal 
budget further out of balance by failing to provide new revenue for 
the tax cuts which will be ordered. When the bill is finally written, 
he believes, it will provide for enough new revenue to make up for 
the loss to be suffered by reducing the nuisance taxes. 

Camp’s best guess as to the time the Committee will have the 
bill ready for report is May 1. Hearings will be resumed immedi- 
ately after the present House recess and an effort made to bring the 
bill to the House floor by the first of next month. After that the 
Senate will be expected to struggle with the problem for a month 
or two before final passage. 


: ad Georgia’s veteran Rep. Carl Vinson, of Mill- 
Vinson's Speech 9 Sivcville. Chairman of the powerful Armed 
Services Committee, delivered a major speech on the floor this 
week which stirred things up in the Pentagon and brought a favor- 
able reception among his colleagues. Warning that the nation, at a 
critical time, is “backsliding into impotency in air power,” he de 
manded that defense appropriations be increased by $583,000,000 to 
give the Air Force and Navy a strength fitting our needs in air 
power. 

The House showed signs of being deeply impressed by Vinson’s 
declaration that “We are again encouraging war by weakness, for 
the Kremlin responds only to force.” The safest road to permanent 
peace, he said, “is for this great nation to maintain modern and 
powerful armed forces, and especially an adequate air power both 
in our Navy and Air Force.” 

Reminding that we are living in a time of international stress and 
tension, he told the House that if we are to err it should be on the 
side of, preparedness rather than on the side of economy. “Let me 
say to you,” he declared, “that nothing has caused Russia to stop, 
look, and listen more than the ability of this nation to conduct 
intercontinental bombing. Our ability to do so has been a powerful 
instrument of peace. .. . I maintain that we must buy the defense 
the nation must have regardless of cost. Enemy capabilities, not 
dollars, determine our defense needs.” 

The Vinson speech, which lasted for more than an hour, had 
immediate repercussions in the Pentagon. Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson ordered the Joint Chiefs of Staff to re-examine the 
Administration’s $14,114,000,000 military budget to determine 
whether more funds should be requested for aircraft procurement. 

It shows the big guns the dean of the Georgia delegation is capa- 
ble of setting off when he lets loose with a major oratorical effort. 
By virtue of his long chairmanship of the old House Naval Affairs 
Committee and later the consolidated armed services body, Vinson 
is recognized as the undisputed leading authority in Congress on the 
subject of national defense. When he speaks on an important mili- 
tary theme the admirals and generals stop in their tracks—and 


listen. 
Lanham’‘s Letter Rep. Henderson Lanham, of Rome, has 
taken steps to reassure his constituents in 
the Seventh Congressional District that Washington is not the hot- 
bed of spies and Communist agents which some of the “extravagant” 
charges being made by Republican sources might lead the public to 
believe. In a weekly letter to the people of his district, he had this 
to say about the charges by Sen. McCarthy, Republican, of Wis- 
consin, that the State Department is honeycombed with subversives 
and Commtnists. 

“He (McCarthy) has not yet been able to substantiate any of his 
cla As a matter of fact, he has been rehashing cases that have 
already been investigated by the FBI or the Loyalty Review Board, 
and those charged with disloyalty either were acquitted or fired 
from their jobs. Nevertheless, his charges have upset many people

He came out of his New Or- 
leans headquarters to line up a 
mee on the campus of At- 
lanta University, which is rated 
as one of Dixie’s top institutions 
of higher learning for Negroes. 

The purpose of the meeting, 
according to Dombrowski’s own 
words, was: 

“To focus attention upon, and 
to stimulate greater concern for 
the elimination of discrimination 
and segregation .. .” 


MATTER FOR COURTS—The 
question whether Negroes shall 
attend schools where only white 
students now are enrolled and 
vice-versa appears to be a point 
of law rather than an issue for 
agitation. 

Three cases pertaining to seg- 
regation are before the United 
States Supreme Court. Judge- 
ments of that august tribunal 
usually are considered final. 

Education, according to Dr. 
*John E. Ivey, Director of the 
Southern Regional Education 
Control Board, is one thing. 
Segregation is entirely another. 

Dr. Ivey explained: 

“Our problem in the South is 
to educate the Negro—education 
as differentiated from segrega- 
tion. Segregation is important 
legally only in States that have 
segregation laws but fail to pro- 
vide equal facilities for both Ne- 
groes and whites as laws stipu- 
late.” 


PROGRESS CITED—The Re- 
gional Education Board was or- 
ganized by Governors of South- 
ern States to make higher edu- 
cation possible, for membérs of 
all racea It operates by inter- 
state co-operation. 

Dr. Ivey, as head man, is in a 
position to know what has and 
is being done to provide school- 
ing for Negroes. He told Inter- 
national News Service: 

“In recent years, great and 
definite progress has been 
made. Negro citizens are pro- 
vided with higher quality and 
broader range of education 
than ever “efore available for 
them. 

“Of course .nere is much that 
yet remains to be done, and 
many groups are hard at work 
on this problem.” 

Dr. Ivey added significantly: 

“It will take the best think- 
ing of white and Negro leader- 
ship to develop jointly ways 

and means of improving educa- 
tional opportunity.” 

In this connection, George 
Mitchell, who heads the South- 
ern Regional Council, declared: 

“There is more need for con- 
ference and concessions than agi- 
tation and howling.” 


DOMBROWSKI'S CLAIM—In 
appealing for sponsors of his 
meeting, Dombrowski distributed 
a mimeographed sheet, no long- 
er marked confidential, in which 
he denounced Southerners rather 
flatly. He claims: 

“Today in no Southern com- 
munity can it be said that in 
the treatment of racial minori- 
ties there is anything even re 
motely approximating the ba- 
sic American concepts of de- 
mocracy and equality of edu- 
cational opportunity.” 

The New Orleans organizer, 
who is associated in his efforts 
with Aubrey Williams, the so- 
caled Liberal leader in Mont- 
gomery, Ala., may not have con- 
sidered a few facts of life in 
Dixie. 

ITEMIZED STEPS — While 
Dombrowski may not think 
there is anything basically 
American or Democratic about 
it, Gov. Fielding L. Wright, of 
Mississippi, asked and got a 
couple of million dollars from 
the current session of the Legis- 
lature for the purpose of equal- 
izing teachers’ salaries—white 
and Negro. ; 

In Florida, former Gov. Mil- 
lard Caldwell motivated a vig- 
orous program to bolster Florida 
A. and M. College at Tallahassee. 
It now provides excellent post- 
graduate work for Negroes. 

Tennessee A. and M., near 
Nashville, also has been so 
improved that it is rated, ac- 
cording to Dr. Ivey, as “one 
of the better institutions of the 
South.” Dr. Ivey did not say 
ene of the “better Negro in- 
wy either.

The couple came in the newsroom late at 
night. They had been walking up and down 
in front of the building for some time, trying to 
get up their courage to come in. 

Now it’s not often that anybody needs courage 

to walk into a newspaper office. Happily for the people who work 
om newspapers lots of folks drop by, bearing everything from inval- 


uable tips on stories to chips on shoulders, 


This couple happened to find 
it difficult because they were 
placing themselves in a new and 
uncomfortable situation. They 
were asking help for the first 
time in their lives and, worse 
than anything, they were asking 
help of a newspaper which 
might, if it chose, make their 
need public property. They had 
talked the whole thing over. No 
other course was open to them 
so, hand-in “and they walked up 
to the city desk. 


“Is this the place you come 
to make an appeal?” asked the 
husband, clearing his throat. 


“Tt’s our little girl,” said the 
woman. And then her voice 
broke and she muffled the rest 
of her words in a crumpled 
handkerchief. “We think she’s 
dying.” 


A FEW MINUTES later in 
comparative calm they sat and 
told their story. They were in 
only one way an extraordinary 
couple. That was in the illness 
of their three-year-old daughter, 
who had a rare heart ailment 
from which she could not be ex- 
pected to recover. 


Otherwise this couple were 
like millions of other middle- 
class Americans. They had 
married in the midst of the 
war, worked hard, accumulat- 
ed little. They had an attrac- 
tive apartment in a decent sec- 
tion of town, furnished pri- 
marily with wedding presents 
and an occasional old piece of 
furniture painstakingly ac- 
quired and refinished. The 
husband’s job was promising 
but not highly paid. The wife 
enjoyed being a home-maker 
and looking after their baby. 
She had not wanted to work 
outside the home. 


And then their child became 
ill, At first they had their slim 
savings to fall back on. When 
that was gone they borrowed 
first from one source and then 
another. The child grew weaker 
and sicker. Doctors said her only 
chance lay in an operation by a 
famous heart specialist. But that 
was a chance only ... and ex- 
pensive. 

“There’s not another soul we 
can ask for money,” the husband 
explained soberly. “I’m bor-

Makeup Solves Operas Problem 


Projection of characterization across the footlights, orchestra pit and into the far 
reaches of large auditoriums is one of the biggest problems in opera. 

For unlike the legitimate stage or movies, opera has no intimate closeups in which 
facial expressions and mannerisms can be used to convey characterization to the 


audience. 


Moreover, characters in opera 
must be more pronounced than 
in the movies or the theater since 
an opera’s plot—generally naive 
or weak and sung in a foreign 
language—is often difficult to 
follow. Therefore, the characteri- 
zation and everything pertaining 
to it must be brought out as 
clearly as possible—an old man 
has to be old, a young man 
young, a villian bad. 

Opera found the answer to 
the problem and balanced the 
scales to its advantage with 
makeup, 

Through the use of plastic 
chins, noses and ears, wigs, 


gobs of grease paint, and phoney 
beards and whiskers, opera per- 
formers can give accurate por- 
trayals of roles that completely 
belie their true age and char- 
acter. 

In other words, a young man 
with a bass voice can appear as 
a totering oldster; a tenor who 
is fifty but still possesser of a 
youthfully fresh voice may well 
sing the role of Romeo; or a very 
thin, bean-pole of a man become 
a rolly-poly, full-faced Flastaff, 
if, of course he has the voice 
range for. the part, and all this 
because of makeup.

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often are necessary in opera 
where the assignment of parts is 
determine primarily by the per- 
former’s vocal range rather than 
by his physical resemblance to 
the character. 


In order to project a character, 
the artist must have a thorough 
knowledge of his own face, the 
most important factor in make- 
up. He must consider the bone 
structure and available surface 
so that when the time comes he 
can subtract years from the most 
world-weary eyes, or add age 
when needed: enlarge his nose, 
or create the illusion of reducing 
its size; or add loads of extra 
weight to his chin. In fact, he 
must change his appearance com- 
pletely to fit any number of roles 
that fall within his voice range. 

In addition to a _ thorough 
knowledge of his own face, the 
the artist also must be familiar 
with facial characteristics pecu- 
liar to the various periods of 
history. 

For example, in Massenet’s 
“Manon,” the young des Grieux 
must wear a Louis XV wig, but 
his father, the Count, should 
wear a Louis XIV wig. This 
tradition has always been re 
spected at the Paris Opera, but

ASSACHUSETTS courts have ruled it is 
MA the duty of the wife to follow her hus- 
band wherever he establishes a home. 

This judgment was handed down in one of 
the strangest cases on 
record, a contest for 
custody of their own 
two children between a, 
husband and wife who 
love each other and live 
together. 

Ironically for the

married woman.

Delany made no progress in his effort to per- 
suade his wife to live in New Hampshire and 
in mid-December of last year, with an attorney 
and a policeman, she went to South Lyndebor- 
ough, obtained Helen and Walter and returned 
them to Massachusetts. ‘Then she filed a peti- 
tion asking equal legal custody and an order 
restraining her husband from removing them 
from the home she herself had established. She 
won the first move when the court allowed a 
temporary joint custody order. 

When the case was called for trial, spec- 
tators rubbed their eyes. There together were 
the Delanys and the children, talking, smiling, 
an apparently happy, devoted family. 

Mrs.. Delany’s counsel argued that she “has 
always been faithful to her marriage vows and 
to her duties and obligations as the mother of 
the children and is ever ready, willing and able 
to give them the care, custody and affection of 
a mother, and...that the best interests of 
the children require they remain here in her 
custody.”

Helen Mary Fish, attorney for Delany, argueg 
that the court was without jurisdiction inasmuch 
as the husband's domicile was New Ham 
and that of the wife and children must alg¢ be 
New Hampshire since Mrs. Delany was not }iy. 
ing apart from him for any justifiable Cause. 

Judge Frederick j 
Dillon concurred with 
Delany's viewpoint and 
on Jan. 5 dismissed the 
wife’s petition. 

The mother, moving 
swiftly to offset her first 
defeat, filed a Petition 
for guardianship that 
would give her permanent custody. 

The new petition was heard on Jan, 23 
Again the Delanys ‘sat together conversing in 
tones of mutual affection, and their testimony 
substantiated the impression gained by court 
and spectators. 

“I love my wife and the children,” the 
engineer testified. 

“I love my husband and my children,” testi. 
fied Mrs. Delany. Then she added: “I would 
follow him to any domicile except one near his 
family. His family and I do not get along 
together.” 

Delany’s Portia proceeded te argue the ques- 
tion thus raised and through reference to law, 
and to rulings of law by high tribunals, estab- 
lished that wheresoever the husband should £9 
there also must go the wife. Mrs. Fish main- 
tained: 

“A wife upon marriage acquires the domicile 
of her husband which remains the same as long 
as he is faithful inthe performance of his mari- 
tal obligations to her. If he is guilty of a mari- 
tal wrong toward her as will justify in living 
separate and apart from him, she may establish 
her own domicile. | 

“A husband, as head of the family and legally 
responsible for its support, has a right to choose 
and establish a domicile for himself and his 
wife and children and the refusal of the wife 
to stay with him in that domicile, without rea- 
son, is desertion. 

“The domicile of the father is the domicile 
of his minor child and the domicile of wife and 
children follow that of the father even from 
one state to another.” 

As for Delany living in Boston with his wife 
while the children were in New Hampshire: “A 
person may have a residence in ‘one place for 
various reasons yet have his: permanent home 
or domicile in another.” 

Five days after hearing testimony and argu- 
ments Judge Dillon dismissed Mrs. Delany's 
plea for guardianship and custody. If she wants

OIRA SHEARER had made up her mind 
she wouldn’t ever be married. 

Her career was too important. The 
shy, lovely ballerina whose dancing captivated

The lecturer was 30-year-old Ludo- 
vic Henry Coverley Kennedy, former naval 
officer and only son of the late Capt. Ed- 
ward Kennedy, one of Britain’s naval

Kennedy was captured by the first sight / #% 
of Moira’s red hair, her slender grace and; %&% 
poise. Moira’s heart went out to the tall, 73 
dark-haired lecturer. ae 

Kennedy found himself suddenly and 3 
keenly interested in ballet. He and Moira ; @ 
met again and again—and last June 20 
their engagement was announced by Moira’s 
mother. ~ 

Moira was not on hand when the an- 
nouncement was made. One of the shyest 
of ballerinas, she slipped away to the coun- 
try because she couldn’t' face all her friends 
who would want to congratulate her and Ludo. 

“Moira is very retiring, and doesn’t want 
anyone to know where she is,”’ her mother said. 

Moira stayed in the country for a few days, 
and then left quietly for the south of France. 
But she had not given up her work.- She went 
with the Sadler Wells Ballet on its American 
tour last year—and returned to England with 
the company in December. 

At a welcome home party for the ballet, 
Sir Stafford Cripps, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
asker her when she was going to be married. 

Moira blushed a fiery red. In reply, she could 
only whisper a single word: 

“February.” 

There were congratulations and toasts. Moira 
blushed, and blushed again as Aneurin Bevan, 
Minister of Health, said: 

“T hear you and Kennedy have been tramping 
the streets, looking for a home. Maybe I can 
help you.” 

He did help. All England, it seemed, wanted 
to help the lovely, retiring girl who was so obvi- 
ously and happily in love. So when her engage- 
ment was announced, arrangements were made 
to have the marriage ceremony performed in 
the royal chapel at London’s Hampton Court 
Palace, once the favorite residence of King 
Henry VIII. 

Kennedy’s widowed mother had lived in the 
Palace since 1943 in apartments granted her in 
recognition of her husband's bravery. 

Captain Kennedy had been retired from the 
British navy for 18 years when World War II 
broke out. ThouBh he was over 60, he volun- 
teered for active duty, and was given command 
of the armed merchant ship Rawalpindi, and

the passage of ships bearing goods to Germany. 

On Nov. 23, 1939, he sighted the German 
battleship Deutschland and another enemy ship 
southeast of the coast of Iceland. 

The Deutschland ordered the Rawalpindi to 
surrender—but Captain Kennedy opened fire. 
Although the Rawalpindi*had no protective ar- 
mor he continued the unequal fight until all his 
guns had been put out of action, and his ship 
was ablaze. He went down with the Rawalpindi. 

Moira watched with a growing sense of un- 
easiness as the chapel—in which both Kennedy's 
sisters were married—was specially prepared for 


' her own marriage. 


“If we had our way,” the shy ballerina said, 
“we'd be married in Timbuktu, so we could have 
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a really quiet wedding, without fuss, or crowds.” 

But that, of course, couldn't be. Moira and 
Ludovic were married in the chapel on Feb. 25 
before 300 guests—Moira a radiant figure in a 
snow-white princess dress, with a high collar 
framing her face; carrying lilies of the valley. 
She had no bridesmaid. 

To her dismay, a surging crowd of more than 
1,000 gathered in the palace courtyard—-and po- 
lice had to hold them back aS Moira and her 
husband left on their honeymoon—-explaining 
only that they were going “abroad.” 

Moira was born 23 years ago in the Scotch 
county of Fife, the daughter of Harold King, a 
civil engineer, and there is still a trace ef the 
Fifeshire accent in her speech.

She spent much of her childhood in Rho- 
desia, where her father was working. When 
she was 10 the family returned to London, and 
Moira began to study dancing seriously. When 
she was 15 she joined the Sadler Wells Ballet— 
and at 20 she graduated from the corps de ballet. 
Overnight critics began applauding her “trium- 

hant radiance,” her “winning eagerness,” and 
skill and grace. 

She rose to still greater farfie in the motion 
picture, “Red Shoes,” and since then, almost 
every producer in Britain, and many in Holly- 
wood, have tried 66 gat tar Os saute ame 
picture. | 

Moira refused. After “Red Shoes” she said 
that the motion picturés were bad for her art. 
She didn’t like the posters advertising the film. 
But there were s that her determination 
not to mdke another picture might be weakening. 

“TI would like to act, but I didn't like myself 
in ‘Red Shoes,’” she said. “I didn’t act well 
enough. And I won’t make another film until 
I know I can act—and until I find one I like.”

French belle of New Orleans turned her back 
on the man who was probably the most famous 
Orleanian of his day—and helped break the 
heart, and perhaps the mind, of the most spec. 
tacular young Creole of his century. 
Paul Morphy was, many authorities are in- 
clined to agree, the greatest chess player the 
world has ever known, perhaps the most 
° glittering figure in the history of the game. 
He created a sensation never matched, be- 
fore or since, by appearing without warning 
on the national scene, and besting every 
Fs. international figure who dared face him, 
‘ Then, quietly, Paul Morphy turned 
his back on fame, on offers of fortune 
and the unending flatteries that went 
with it. One year he was the lus- 
trous Creole from New Orleans, 
over whom crowds fought to 
watch. The next he was an old- 
looking young man, in fretire- 
ment—on his way to complete 
obscurity and, in time, a break- 
down. 

Much of it, some think, may 
be traced to the young girl who 
lifted her nose at the “vulgar” 
game of chess, who told her 
father to reject the proposal 
that most New Orleans girls 
would have rushed to accept. 
To them Paul Morphy had looks, 
means, fame. To her...It was 
a little common to go out in 
public and play a game! 

Though stoutly French in 
the eyes of New Orleans, the 
Morphys had originally been 

Irish. A certain O’Murphy had 
been one of the aristocratic 
Irish who fled political troubles

peculiar name like O’Murphy, the Spaniards 
changed it to the new way, pronouncing it 
‘*Mor-phee!” 


Next the family moved to Santo Domingo, 
to be caught in the slave uprisings, then to 
Charleston, then to New Orleans, where Paul's 
father became judge of the Louisiana Supreme 
Court when the boy was two. Paul grew up in an 
atmosphere of means, of culture, and often saw 
members of the family at chess. But for some 
years none knew of his interest in the game. 


E. WAS a child described as “withdrawn.” 
One friend later termed him “cold and dis- 
tant.”” Though good-looking, he was short, very 
slim, with thin white hands. At four, we are 
told, “he began to be interested in books and 
pencils and soon learned to read and write.” 
He wanted nothing of sports, of play with 
other children. At school, when the other boys 
went down to the games, he “preferred to re- 
main in the class room, reading or writing.” 


Little Paul was probably a problem for Mama 
and the robust Papa of the family. 

Then one day, watching his father at chess, 
the child said, “Papa, you made a bad move.’ 

Papa smiled, turned back to his play, then 
blinked. The boy was right! A little later 
Paul met another member of the family—one of 
the city’s best chessmen—at play, and trounced 
him. The family was startled; the boy had 
simply observed them, and taught himself this 
difficult game that some have called “gymmnas- 
tics of the intellect.” - 

Then, when Paul was 13, Lowenstein, the 
famous Hungarian chess player, came to New 
Orleans. As a kind of prank, he agreed to 
meet the boy—and lost. Yet for a time neither 
Paul nor the family tried to force, or even de- 
velop, his interest in the game. He went to 
college at Mobile; sometimes he played chess, 
and sometimes he did not. 

In his teens the family saw Paul move about 
much like most of the Creole boys of his day— 
a little dandy, promenading the streets, going 
to the opera, to the cathedral, to the levee. And 
soon he was visfting at the home of another 
high-born Creole family. There the daughter, 
Marie, drew the boy’s eye. 

In Creole circles, the young man never saw 
the young lady alone. That would have been 
unthinkable. Both families, however, soon knew 


that something was developing between them, 


and Marie gave no signs that she was unwilling 
to accept Paul for a husband-——eventually. 
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Not now, to be sure. First Paul must 
finish his schooling in law. He played occa- 
sional chess games, but the Morphys looked for- 
ward to a career for him at the.Jaw, in Pepa’'s 
footsteps. When he was 18 he received 
his master’s degree, with top honors, T gone 
on for advanced legal training. A bit later he 
received his law diploma, but he was too young 
to begin practice. 

Meanwhile he still saw Marie, and he had 
reason to believe that eventually she. would 
become Madame Morphy. Then in the following 
vear there occurred the event that changed his 
life. He was invited to New York to take part 
in. the Manhattan Club’s Chess Congress of 1857. 

The experts blinked, as the boy took part 
in 100 games—and won 97 of them! He met 
one acknowledged authority after another. The 
chess world was astounded; the boy was per- 
forming feats never thought possible. 

Blindfolded, Paul Morphy met the hitherto 
champions, and defeated them with little effort. 
Still he remained a Ifttle “distant,” diffident. 
He seemed, in fact, a little bored. 
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He returned to New Orleans, then went to 
England; France, Germany. The older authori- 
ties came forward to snicker at the foolish young 
American with delusions of his own skill; they 
stared, then applauded his accomplishments. 

In Paris he won entree to the greatest salons, 
gifts from royalty, invitations to high parties. 
The women of Europe apparently did not in- 
terest him; there was still Marie. 

At this time, Paul first began to show signs 
of tension, of breaks in his temper. Those 
about him noticed an increasing nervousness, 
tight-clenched fists. Once, after a long session, 
the high-strung youth broke into sobs. 

Finally it was evident that he wceuld not’ 
be able to meet the last few champions, and 
he went back to America. There he received a 
welcome such as few chess figures have ever 
known—crowds at the docks and railroad sta- 
tions, civic committees, parties and banquets 
in his honor. 

His trunkfuls of trophies multiplied, and 
so did the tributes. He accepted jewel chess 
pawns; he was interviewed, acclaimed. For a 
time he met groups of other players, blind- 
Yolded, in feats about which chess authorities 
stilf marvel. 


HE Union Chess Club of New York gave him 

a shining silver wreath. In Boston, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes presided at a banquet attended 
by James Russell Lowell, of Harvard; the chief 
justice of the Massachusetts Supreme Court and 
others. Repeatedly he was called “the chess 
champion of the world.” 

| By this time, however, those little marks of 
tension were growing. The white-faced Paul 
became distrait, oversensitive, annoyed at 
slights. He turned furious at a public affair 
when someone, meaning to pay a compliment, 
spoke of the “profession” of chess playing. Ah, 
non, Monsieur; he was a gentleman! 

Still the world’s attentions came, climaxed 
with a golden crown. He also signed a contract 
to edit a chess column, with a payment of three 
thousand dollars in advance-—-a great sum for 
such work in the 1850s. And he was still 
hardly more than 21. 

Now, going back at last to New Orleans,

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Craftsman by Day, Burglar by Night, 
He Inspired Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
Greatest Story

AUGHING good-humoredly, the imposing 
man bowed his guests from the house. It 
had been an excellent dinner, bringing to- 

gether many leading citizens of old Edinburgh 
in Scotland. 

But while they were still on their way home, 
discussing their host’s fine qualities, Deacon 
William Brodie was busy in his room on a task 
which would have astounded them. Quickly, 
he donned a black suit and wig, and slipped a 


mask over his eyes. Into his belt went two 
pistols. 
With false keys and a lantern, Deacon 


Brodie set out on one of the midnight ven- 
tures that were to win him a bizarre immortal- 
ity—the dubious distinction of being the man 
whose double life gave Robert Louis Stevenson 
the idea for his masterpiece, “The Strange 
Career of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” 

The infamous Deacon had been dead for 75 
years or more when young Stevenson used to 
pass the old Brodie house in his rambling about 
Edinburgh. But the stories that were still told 
about Brodie made a lasting impression on the 
young writer. 

According to Miss Elizabeth Monk, a lawyer 
in Montreal, Canada, who recently delivered a 
series of lectures on the subject, Stevenson first 
wrote a play about the man who was respectable 
by day and a criminal by night, calling it 
“Deacon Brodie, or the Double Life.” 

As time went on, however, the author be- 
came more and more intrigued with the idea of 


symbolizing in one individual the _ eternal 
struggle between good and evil. 
Thus, Miss Monk points out, Stevenson 


finally fathomed the celebrated character of 
Jekyll-Hyde. In his story, Stevenson has his 
principal character, Dr. Jekyll, discover a chem- 
ical which gives the physician’s evil nature 
mastery over his better self. When under the 
influence of the drug, Dr. Jekyll becomes Mr. 
Hyde, a vicious, ruthless person. Eventually, 
Mr. Hyde gains complete supremacy over Dr. 
Jekyll—and commits a murder. When his guilt 
is discovered, he takes his own life. 

Deacon Brodie, who served as the model 
for Stevenson’s celebrated character, 
was indeed a man to stir the imagi- 
nation. 

Of fine family background, 
Brodie was a leading citizen 
of Edinburgh in 1785. His 
title of “‘Deacon’”’ had no re- 
ligious significance but re- 
ferred to his position of presi- 
dent of the cabinetmakers’ craft. 
Like his father, Brodie was made a burgess 
and representative on the town council. He 
moved in select circles. 

His talent as a craftsman went into the de- 
signing of a new gallows for the town—a task 
that was soon to be recalled forcibly to his 
mind. 

The Deacon was not all that he seemed. He 
maintained two extra homes, complete with 
families. At first, he ventured forth at night 
only for rousing sessions of drinking and 
gambling. When hé became interested in cock- 
fighting, and began to lose heavily at the sport, 
his doom was assured. 

Deft burglaries began to take place. If 
Deacon Brodie supervised construction in a 
firm, it was likely soon to be robbed. But so 
firmly was his reputation established that he 
was not suspected. i 

In fact the astounding armor which apparent 
respectability can provide was several times 
illustrated in Brodie’s case. Once he dined with 
a leading citizen who announced that he was 
going on a trip. But after Brodie left for home, 
the host changed his mind. 

He was awakened in the night by sounds of 
an intruder and found Brodie in the house. With- 
out question, he accepted the Deacon's explana- 
tion that he had forgotten his stick. 

An elderly woman also quietly watched a 
half-masked burglar rob her dresser of jewels. 
When he was gone, she murmured, “Surely, that 
was Deacon Brodie!" But she could not even 
believe her own eyes, and did not mention the 
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suspicion until his arrest on other charges. 
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After the Thief Had 
Taken Her Jewels, the 
Incredulous Woman Mur- 
mured, “Surely, That Was 
Deacon Brodie!” 


It was cock-fighting which proved Brodie’s 
undoing. There he fell in with three worthies 
whom he would not have recognized in his day- 
time role of Deacon—-Andrew Ainslie, George 
Smith and John Brown. They were all footpads. 

They planned a great haul at the Excise 
Office and but for a sequence of errors might 
have carried it off. | 

On his last day as a gentleman, Deacon 
Brodie as usual entertained several guests at 
dinner. When they left, he changed into his dis- 
guise and joined his colleagues in crime. To- 
gether they went to the closed Excise Office. 
Ainslie took the post of lookout. Brodie, just 
inside the door, was to pass on any danger sig- 
nal to Smith and Brown inside. The latter two 
were stuffing pound notes into a sack when the 
plot collapsed. 

An Excise Office executive, on a late errand, 
entered the building. Ainslie and Brodie ran. 
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Smith and Brown escaped out the back. But 
suspicion had entered among thieves and Brown, 
hoping for a pardon and reward, revealed the 
whole plot. Brodie might have carried out his 
bluff, but panicky, he decided on flight to Am- 
sterdam and then America. , 

Sailing as “Mr. Dixon,” he foolishly entrust- 
ed letters to travelers returning to Scotland. 
They were given to police and he was arrested. 

The case was heard before Lord Braxfield, 
and other justices on Aug. 22, 1788. Smith 
and Brodie were condemned to death. (Brown 
was pardoned and Ainslie transported.) 

Brodie was hanged on his own gallows in 
1788. His courtyard was still known as Brodie’s 
Close in Stevenson's day; his lantern and keys 
were on display in The Society of Antiquaries.

NE relative said, “I’m sure it 

. made her happy to know that 
her money would help the animals 
she was so fond of. She always said 
that while there were organizations 
to protect horses and dogs, not much 
was done for the poor cats, who are 
often neglected and abused. She 
felt that they deserved comfort and 
cure, too.” 

Sixty thousand dollars is a lot 
of money to leave to creatures you 
have never known personally, and 
usually people who leave money to 
animals endow only their pets. In 
a world where few humans attain 
security, not to say wealth, many 
a dumb animal has come into a 
chunk of money so large that even 
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a diet of sirloin steak and calfs 
liver couldn’t dent it. Such aq 
Rip, a wire-haired terrier, prob- 
ably one of the world’s wealthiest 
pooches, made international news 
avain just a few months ago when 
he died of a heart attack. 

Rip’s mistress, Mrs. Marguerite 
E. Sprate, of Victoria, B. C., hag 
drawn up an elaborate $250,000 
program for her pet.

Boston girl did recently when she couldn't get 
relief from a series of sharp, stabbing pains 
that started under her right arm and gradually 
spread across her chest and up the right side of 
her throat. 

Her ailment wasn’t easily diagnosed until a 
few days had passed and a rash appeared, fol- 
lowed by numerous painful blisters over the af- - 
fected area. Then the family physician told the 
patient that she was suffering :from 
zaster—-the ailment commonly called shingles. 

. That.was bad news, as anyone knows who 
ha ma victim of this baffling disease and

success. Doctors have realized for a number of 
years. that a tiny virus causes shingles, and that 
this virus specially attacks the nerves as well 
as Causing skin reactions. 

Some experts suspect that this virus may 
exist without activity in the human body for an 
indefinite length of time and flare up only when 
certain types of lowered bodily resistance make 
the nerve and other tissues especially susceptible 
to attack. 

This seems to happen in the case of certain 
“distant relatives’’ of the virus of shingles, the 
virus of common fever blisters and cold sores 
(Herpes simplex) which appear when physical 
fitness is below par or when sunburn or surface 

“irritation has damaged the skin. In the case of 
shingles it is suspected that glandular disturb- 
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ances, emotional upsets and extreme fatigue may 
be among the factors that cause susceptibility 
to attacks of the Herpes zoster virus. 

As yet it is not known how close is the con- 
nection between the viruses of chickenpox and 
shingles, but it frequently has been observed 
that patients have developed shingles after hav- 
ing chickenpox or associating with chickenpox 
victims. 

The young Boston patient mentioned above 
had no idea where or how she had contracted 
the painful disease but, after a week of intense 
suffering she went to the Out Patient Skin Clinic 
of the Boston City Hospital. On the first day 
she was given four one-gram doses of Aureomy- 
cin (the new golden colored antibiotic that has 
been used recently against a wide variety of 


ae 
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infections. ) 

The drug was administered orally in capsule 
form. The given dosage caused nausea and other 
digestive system disturbances, so it was reduced 
considerably on the second, third and fourth 
days. In spite of the smaller doses, the gir] 
was almost free from pain and her blisteps 
and rash had subsided when she returned 
on the fifth day. She soon recovered 
completely. 

This girl was one of 24 
patients who-had 
shingles and were 
treated successfully 
with Aureomycin 
at the Boston 

City Hospital. 

The group of 

physicians re. 
sponsible for the 
experiment. were 
Dr. Maxwell Finland, 
of Harvard Medical 

School, and his col- 
leagues, Drs. Edmund F. 
Finnerty, Harvey S. Collins, 
John W. Baird, Thomas M., 
Gocke and Edward H. Kass. They 
have reported their results in The 
New England Journal of Medicine. 

Another antibiotic, called Chloromy- 
cetin, was used on four other patients with 
similarly favorable results. 

The general conclusion of the Boston physi- 
cians is this: 

“Aureomycin has a definite, beneficial effect 
on the course of Herpes zoster (shingles.) Chloro- 
mycetin, in the four cases that were treated 
with it, gave comparably good results. Penicillin 
and other antibiotics have not been known to 
alleviate shingles.” 

These two new treatments seem to be capable 
of reducing an infectious and dangerous ailment 
that usually has a long, painful course to one 
that can now be controlled in about seven or 
eight days. Pain usually is relieved within a day. 

One of the patients at the Boston City Hos- 
pital was a 30-year-old woman whose discom- 
fort started in her left ear and cheek. The next 
day her neck lymph glands were swollen, her 
jaw ached and the side of her face was covered 
with blisters. Her case, involving an ear, Was 
serious because deafness can result from shin- 
gles. This was prevented with the Aureomycin 
treatment and she was well in nine days. 

A 49-year-old man had taken a “treatment 
with light” at his barber’s. A few hours later 
he began to have a burning sensation over his 
right eye. This continued for three days. Then 
typical shingles blisters appeared above the eye, 
over the forehead and on the scalp. 

The big danger in this case was blindness, 
which also has been known to occur as a result 
of shingles. A week of Aureomycin treatments 
cleared up the affliction. 

Because the Herpes zoster virus has an af- 
finity for nerve tissue it sometimes attacks the 
brain causing mental symptoms. It also can 
cause damage to the heart or other body organs. 

While Dr. Finland and his collaborators have 
given to the medical world one of the most def- 
inite reports showing the beneficial results of 
the Aureomycin and Chloromycetin treatments 
for shingles, other physicians all over the country 
have had similar results. 

One prominent New York physician has 
cleared up cases of Herpes zoster with Chloromy- 
cetin and prefers this drug because it rarely 
causes the gastric disturbances that frequently 
accompany treatment with Aureomycin. 

At the New York University-Bellevue Med- 
ical Center, New York, Drs. Frank C. Combes, 
O. Canizares and S. S. Simuango have treated 
cases of shingles with D.H.E. 45 (Dihydroer- 
gotamine methane-sulfate), a drug used for 
migraine headache, with markedly beneficial ef- 
fects. Pain was promptly relieved in 30 out 
40 patients. 

Whether the use of the antibiotic .and the 
migraine drug together would be particularly 
effective in cases of Herpes zoster may be soon 
determined through new trial treatments.

A 
week after our first date, we were engaged.” 

When Walter H. Johnson, Jr., regional vice- 
president of American: Airlines in New York, 
went calling on a stewardess five years ago, he 
met the girl he was to marry, but it wasn’t the 
one he had a date with. 

“T answered the door when he called for my 
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roommate,’’ Kiwi Mrs. Johnson, the former Mar- 
cella Rheaume, said. ‘We sat and chatted while 
she ‘was getting dressed. About. two weeks 
later, Walter asked me for a date. That was it.” 

Many a stewardess has married a man her 
roommate saw first, since 70 per cent of the air 
hostesses room with others. 

_ In a record-making 11 years of service for 
Northwest Airlines and over 3,000,000, flight 
miles, Dorothy Stumph, a petite Minneapolis 
brunette, has lost numerous roommates through 
marriage, but she still prefers her single 
blessedness. 

“I’ve seen the world. I have fun and I’ve yet 
to meet the man I want to marry,” the airline 
veteran told The American Weekly.

Those Canadian prices sound good. But re- 
member—Canada is trying to get more food into 
the hands of her people; while the United States 
is trying to drive prices up. 

Your government keeps prices high by buy- 
ing up “surpluses” of many foods. Surplus? A 
surplus means there’s too much food. It means 
there’s food left over after everyone’s had all he 
can use, 

Do you think every American baby gets all 
the milk he needs? 

The Commodity Credit Corporation, last Dec. 
31, held 254,490,784 pounds of dried skim milk. 
It paid $31,615,535 for it—of your dollars—and 
stored it away. 

Does every baby get enough eggs? 

The Commodity Credit Corporation, last Dec. 
31, held 49,445,878 pounds of dried eggs. It paid 
$98,654,444 for them—according to Rep. John 
W. Heselton of Massachusetts. 

It held 98,675,901 pounds of butter — for 
which, according to Rep. Heselton, it paid 
$61,003,323. 

All told, the Commodity Credit Corporation 
last Jan. 1 had stored away—where you couldn’t 
get it—$3,655,000,000 in price-supported com- 
modities, the Tax Foundation reported. 

Last Jan. 31, Charles F. Brannan, Secretary 
of Agriculturé, said he might have to buy—-and 
dispose of — 70,000,000 bushels of the 1949 
potato crop, at a net loss of $100,000,000. 


yet G. M. Fox, Portland, Ore., restaurant man, 
said that the government was buying so 
many Number One potatoes that all he could 
get were inferior grades. 

“T can’t get decent potatoes to serve my 
customers,” he said. “One sack I got was unfit 
for human consumption.” 

Meanwhile—at the time the government was 
buying these “surplus” foods, and others, we im- 
ported $2,560,000,000 worth of food in 1949. 

Some of that food consisted of coffee, sugar, 
and other things the United States doesn’t pro- 
duce. But a very large part of it was potatoes, 
wheat, eggs—and others—which we produce, 
and are supposed to have “surpluses” of. | 

Perhaps you wonder why we had to import

foods if we had “surpluses?” 

Those foods were “‘surplus” only because you 
—and other mothers—couldn’t pay the high 
prices. government established. 

It looks as though someone in government 
thinks we're all rich. Yet in his book, “Con- 
trolling Factors in Economic Development,” Dr. 
Harold G. Moulton, one of our foremost econ- 
omists and president of the Brookings Institu- 
tion, said that 40 per cent of our families have 
incomes of less than $2,000 a year. 

How much high-priced food can a family 
with less than $2,000 a year buy? 

Either the price of food had to fall to a level 
at which you could buy more—or the govern- 
ment had to buy food to keep the price high. 


So our government bought these “‘surpluses”’ 
to keep the price high. And foreign farmers 
shipped in food at lower prices for you to eat. 
You paid American farmers for food to waste 
and foreign farmers for food to use. Does that 
make sense? 

Canadian potatoes poured into the United 
States. Last February a shipment of a million 
pounds reached New Orleans, and even J. Seguri, 
food broker, who bought them, said: 

“It doesn’t make sense that I can buy choice 
potatoes from Canada cheaper than I can buy 
them in Maine or Idaho.” 

Meanwhile, what happened to our “surplus” 
potatoes? 

Some were sold to foreign countries—Bel- 
gium, Israeli, Portugal and Spain—-at one cent a 
100 pound bag. Luis Garcia, of the Spanish 
Embassy in Washington, said the bags alone 
could be sold in Spain for 30 cents. Spain 
bought 1,120,000 bags of potatoes. 

Some are dyed and sold to farmers as live- 
stock feed—at a penny a bag. Sometimes they 
have been bought from the farmer who grew 
them, and sold back to the same farmer with- 
out leaving his farm. Rep. Homer D. Angell 
of Oregon reported such a case: 

“A farmer in East Grand Forks, Minn., sold 
160,000 pounds of potatoes to the government 
for $1.46 a hundredweight. Then he bought them 
back at one cent a hundredweight. The potatoes 
never left the farm. The farmer and the gov- 
ernment man simply exchanged checks.”

You might also wonder about the govern- 
ment’s effort to break up the Great Atlantic and 
Pacific Tea Company. The government called 
A&P a monopoly. It said A&P was using its 
ca organization to drive down the price of 
“The company uses the profits of its non- 
retail operations to lower retail prices,” gov- 
ernment lawyers argued. . 

But, as C. Whit Blount, independent grocer 
of Waynesboro, Ga., said: 
“Is it a crime to sell food cheap?” 
It seems to be in the eyes of the government. 
During 15 years of federal price support, the 
Tax Foundation reported, the government spent 
$8,000,000,000 to reduce crop acreage, to buy 
“surplus” crops—to keep up the price you pay. 
we had too much food, then why did the 
government spend more billions to show the 
farmers how to grow more food? 
Why is the government planning to spend 
billions to reclaim more farm lands? 
In January, 1949, the “Hoover Commission” 
reported that the total cost of proposed “multi- 
ple purpose” reclamation projects — includin 
the irrigation of 19,800, 
acres of land—was $40,000,- 


,000, 

We spend billions to re- 
claim more farms so we can 
grow more “surplus” foods 
sO We can spend more of Boars 
dollars to buy those foods 
and destroy them. 

That isn’t all. The Soil 
Conservation Service of the 
Department of Agriculture 
is spending more of your 
money to teach farmers how 
to grow more potatoes on 
the acres they have—-so that 
still more of your Money can 
be spent to buy up this new 


+< lus.”’ 

e 'The publication, “Soil Con- 
servation,” of the Soil Conservation Service, for 
March, 1950, presents two cases in which farm- 
ers were shown howto increase their potato 
crops—while another branch of the Department 
of Agriculture was spending millions to throw 
potatoes away. 

But what about the farmers? Are they not 
entitled to a decent living, too? 


FTER an advance manuscript of this 
article, Dr. Moulton suggested the following: 

“In recent years there have been t ad- 
vances in farming efficiency. Such ngs as 


more abundant fertilizer, and better methods of © 


tillage, have enabled potato farmers, for in- 
stance, to get as much as 500 or 600 bushels to 
the acre, where once they got only 100 to 200. 

“In industry we expect increased efficiency 
to be passed on to consumers in lowered prices. 
The people can buy more, and industry gets its 
profits in increased volume of > 

“The same thing should be true of farming. 
The farmers would benefit from lower prices for 
farm products, which would enable city dwellers 
to buy more—and better——food.” 

In times of general prosperity, he said, farm- 
ers—at least the better farmers—-have done 
very well. And certainly since 1940, he added, 


farming has been a “very prosperous business.” 


Dr. Moulton continued: “In periods of de- 
pression, the prices of farm products have fallen 


below costs. There is reason for putting a floor 


under farm prices to prevent demoraliza 
during a depression. 

“But it is difficult to see why such floors 
should be lifted to the ceiling in periods of eo 
perity—at the expense of the taxpayer and the 
city consumer.” 

You and your family would be bankrupt in 
a week if you tried to run your household affairs 
in such utter confusion. You have to know how 
much money you have—and how to spend it. 


The federal government could do that——but 
it doesn’t. Congress appropriates money in a 
dozen or more bills——-without knowing how much 
money will be available—-or how much is really 
being spent. 

Many Congressional leaders -——-as the Tax 
Foundation reports—think that’s wrong. They 
think there ought to be a single list of all ap- 
propriations——and a balancing list of the money 
the t expects to have.

And that was the last time horse or man 
was ever seen again on a race track. Odds of

For one thing, fewer went to the races; while 
now, with huge crowds filling our tracks evéry- 
where, there is always a percentage of hopefuls 
ready to_take a flier on a long one. 

Greedy bookmakers, forever on the alert for 
a few extra dollars, used to hoist the odds to 
fantastic heights on horses they figured didn’t 
have an outside chance of winning. 

- Their best laid plans went awry one day in 
1909 when a horse named Bright Skies ran in a 
race at Oakland, Calif. Bright Skies was priced 
at 200 to 1. But there wasn’t a dollar bet on 
her. The bookies lifted the odds to 500 to 1 and 
a few players gave it a whirl. Then Bright Skies 
went out and won. 

In 1894, Peytonia won at Washington Par", 
in Chicago, and also paid $1,000 for $2. The 
horse’s owner, it was reported, had $5 on the 
nose—but the price was the attraction rather 
than any great expectations from the horse, 

And back at the happy hunting ground for 
the longshot players, St. Louis Fair Grounds, an 
unknown named Bob Millikin once beat the swift 
Logan and paid another 500 to 1. 

But Bob Millikin’s owner was the most de- 
jected man at the track after the race, 

A friend asked him what was troubling him 
and he admitted betting $2 on his horse. 

“Well, then,” said the other man, “you made 
yourself a thousand.” 

“Did I?” he asked the question and then 
proceeded to answer it himself. 

“Suppose you figure it out. My wife claimed 
half the winnings for herself. Then I let a friend 
hold the other $500 for me. I've just been told 
he left for New York with it.”

But it is..written 
in the records that Hackaliah did pay his sea- 
captain brother $1,000 for an elephant the 
brother bought in London for $20, and proudly 
took his new acqufsition home to Somers, N. Y. 
Old Bet, the elephant, may not have been the 
first in the United States, but she certainly be- 
came the most important. 

Every circus in America today, the Big Top 
to the smallest one-ring show in the sticks, is 
a descendant—so to speak—of Hackaliah and 
Old Bet. Hackaliah was the man who discovered 
that people would pay to see an elephant. He 
charged a dime a head, and as soon as he got a 
dime from everyone in Somers, he took to the 
road. Hackaliah, with a wagon full of hay, a 
horse to draw it, and an assistant, started out 
with the first traveling menagerie in the United 
States. 

They traveled at night, so people couldn't see 
Old Bet for nothing. All day Hackaliah would 
exhibit her at a dime a look, and at night the 
wagon with its sleepy driver would lead the 
shuffling elephant to the next hamlet. Naturally, 
things frequently happened to Old Bet. 

There was the time, according to legend, 
when Hackaliah accepted a two-gallon jug of 
rum as admission fee for an entire family. The 
driver of the wagon took a nip or two, and 
soméhow Old Bet got the idea. She draired 
the jug. 

The one-elephant circus went nowhere that 
night, for the simple reason that the star per- 
former was indisposed. Old Bet roared and 
reared all night, as Hackaliah and the driver 
prayed that the leg chains would hold. They 
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Hackaliah Bailey Paid $1,000 for a $20 Elepliant, and Started 


did, and Old Bet did no great damage. 

Another -time, tired from the exhibitions 
of the day and the walking at night, Old Bet 
laid down in the middle of a nocturnal march 
and refused to get up. It took a quart or so of 
rum to get her to move on to the next town. 

She liked potatoes, too, and sometimes Hacka- 
liah would drop spuds ‘in the road in front of 
her to keep her on the move. Some of the boys of 
North Salem, a town near by to Somers, heard 
of Old Bet’s fondness for potatoes, and worked 
out a way to get a free look. 


S the sleepy procession came along that night, 
Old Bet sniffed a potato on the road. She 
eagerly grabbed it up—and another, and another. 
The nodding driver did not notice that the 
elephant, following the trail of potatoes, had 
left the road. What aroused both hini and sleep- 
ing Hackaliah was a sudden blaze of light, as 
the boys of North Salem struck flint to a pile 
of dry-as-tinder brush between Old Bet and the 
road. The whole town gazed on Old Bet. 

Hackaliah collected no dimes in North Salem 
that day, thanks. to Old Bet’s love for potatoes. 

Hackaliah wasn’t often caught napping. A 
receipt in William Bailey’s possession in Somers 
shows that he exchanged “one-fourth of the use 
or earnings of a certain beast or animal called 
an elephant” for a year for one-half permanent 
ownership of a tiger. 

In 1808, the first day on record of Hacka- 
liah’s elephant dealings, he rented two-thirds of 
Old Bet to Benjamin Lent and Andrew Brown, 
who displayed her. Later, Nate Hawes, a man 


from Somers, went halves with Hackaliah and 
took Old Bet to Maine, collecting dimes hand over 
fist en route, but, legend has it, neglecting to 
send back half to the other owner. 

Hackaliah got his flint-lock musket and 
started out for Maine. He walked in on Hawes 
and Old Bet after an exhibition and demanded 
his money. When Hawes stalled, Hackaliah 
picked up his musket and pointed it at Old Bet. 

“Hey,” yelled Hawes. ‘“That’s half my ele- 
phant.” 

“I’m only aimin’ at my half,” said Hackaliah. 
Hawes came to terms. 

Hackaliah made so much money with Old Bet 
that he built one of the finest hotels in the 
country, and called it the Elephant Hotel. It 1s 
now the Town House of Somers, and still in front 
of it stands the statue of Old Bet which Hacka- 
liah had carved and mounted on a shaft of 
native granite. 

With so much proof of ,the money-making 
powers of an elephant, the neighboring farmers 
began to envy Hackaliah, and that is how the 
region around Somers became a circus center. 

One night a group of prosperous landowners 
of the region got to talking things over in the 
Yerkes Tavern and a few grogs later were Sur 
prised to find themselves a circus syndicate. 
Lewis B. Lent, son of one of Hackaliah’s part- 
ners, was their manager, and by 1842 the big 
syndicate got to the point where it travel 
2,482 miles. 

Exactly what happened to Old Bet nobody 
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1 Started the Biggest Show on Earth 
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knows. One story says that a farmer whose 
horses were. scared out of their wits by the 
pachyderm got out his squirrel gun and made 
the country safe for horses with one shot. 

Another story had her practically lynched 
by a .gang of townspeople who believed that 
circuses were things of evil. A postscript on this 
story is that a showman named Phineas T. Bar- 
num bought her skin, stuffed it,.and exhibited 
it in his American Museum on Broadway. 

William Bailey scoffs at all these yarns. “She 
died a natural death and is buried right up the 
road yonder,” he said recently in an interview 
with The American Weekly. 

In the early days the advance notice of a cir- 
cus was given by one or two handbills posted by 
one advance man about ten days before the show 
was due. When the circus came to town, the 
clown would ride in first, pick out the spot for 
the performance, and go to work. By the time 
the wagons and animals came up, the clown had 
a crowd. Up would go the sidewalls of canvas, 
ten feet high, and the show was on, 


THERE were several Baileys in the circus busi- 
ness, even after Hackaliah retired and Old 
Bet passed away. George F. Bailey, one of Hack- 
aliah’s nephews, managed several shows, and 
made his claim to circus fame by designing a 
tank in which a hippo could be moved from 
town to town, 

Another nephew, Fred Harrison Bailey, made 
a more lasting contribution. 

That began in Pontiac, Mich., as advance 
man for a small show, he recognized a circus

talent in a 13-year-old orphan bellhop. Bailey 
gave the kid, one James Anthony McGuinness, a 
job as his assistant, and the two traveled together 
for years. 

McGuiness, in gratitude, took the name of 
Bailey for his own. By the time he was 25, as 
James A. Bailey, he was the driving force in a 
growing circus, the show of Cooper and Bailey. 
Five years later this circus was offering serious 
competition to that genius of show business, 
Phineas T. Barnum, who had come out of retire- 
ment to front the biggest circus in the world. 

Some of the men who worked with Barnum 
during his grandiose career were Lent and Hawes, 
but he was never a thoroughgoing circus man 
until William Cameron Coup came along with 
money and the idea of putting the circus on rail- 
road cars. Barnum, then 61, was in retirement, 
but he leaped at the chance to lend his namé and 
prestige to Coup’s money. This was the show 
with which the brash young Cooper and Bailey 
circus dared to compete. 

What eventually brought Barnum and Bailey 
together was the same kind of animal which had 
started the original Bailey in show business— 


the elephant. Cooper and Bailey owned an ele-~ 


phant named Hebe, and Hebe became a mother, 
Barnum wired his competitors an offer of $100,- 
000 for the baby elephant. 

Bailey advertised-Barnum’s telegram scream- 
ing in tremendous letters that: “This is what 
Barnum thinks of our baby elephant!” Barnum 
gave up, and the two combined. Thus Barnum 
and Bailey’s circus was born. Bailey was then 
in his early 30s. He had shown all over America, 
in Australia, Asia, South America and England, 
and was a genius of the circus world. 

Barnum was over 80, and thoroughly con- 
vinced that he was the greatest man in show 
business. The two-didn’t get along. It took a 
couple of years before Bailey got supreme com- 
mand and began putting all his ideas into effect. 
Under his direction the Barnum and Bailey show 
truly became the greatest show on earth. Bailey 


“ took it to Europe to prove it, 


There kings and engineers and generals mar- 
veled at the show, along with the kids. The 
circus introduced the automatic railroad car 
coupling to Europe. Bailey’s inclined plane 
method of loading had never been seen before. 
As for the overall system of loading up the 
show and getting it out of town, military men 
just couldn’t believe it. Even the military-minded 
German Kaiser came to marvel at how much 
more speedy and efficient the American circus 
men were than his Prussian generals. # 
BAILEY came back to America in 1902 to find 

a new outfit, Ringling Brothers, as big as he 
was. They battled a year or so, then made a deal 
on the territory each would cover. After Bailey’s 
death a few years later the Ringlings acquired 
Barnum and Bailey, and it became the circus it 
is today——tremendous, gigantic and colossal. 

This spring, however, as the en show 
opens in New York’s Madison Square Garden, 
heralding the news to kids all over the country 
that soon the elephants and the clowns will be 
coming to their towns, a quiet little celebration 
at a quiet little crossroads in New York State 
will, in the minds of the contented rural resi- 
dents of the circus’ proving grounds, be of far 
greater, if quieter, significance. 

One of these days William Bailey will be 
standing on the front porch of his big white 
house in Somers and he will sniff the air, and 
nod at Pete, his 12-year-old pointer. It’s spring, 
the two retired veterans, one of the books of 
law, the other of the coveys of quail, will agree, 
and together they'll stomp off to the shed. 

Then, with lawn mower and rake, they’ll 
come down the long driveway to the little green 
triangle in the crossroads between the Bailey 
home and the Elephant Hotel, 

Then Mr. Bailey will rake away the dead 
leaves of winter, and mow the fresh grass of 
spring, around the granite shaft, so the statue 
of Old Bet, who, all by herself, was the first 
American circus, will have.a clean show ground 
for her 123rd big year.

William Grace, on the other hand, at 30, 
appeared to be plodding, sober minded and 
practical. Walden saw the contrast quickly 
when William soon established, himself as a 
painting contractor, while the wrestler, appar- 
ently living on his past purses, led a life of ease 
and enjoyment. 

After a year in Walden, John tired of the 
town and moved to the larger river city of New- 
burgh, 15 miles to the southeast. Here, life was 
quicker, gayer, and presumably more suited to 
his temperament. Again, its sporting circles 
offered wider horizons, and by 1912, John was 
able to announce that he’d gotten himself booked 
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for another tour of wrestling bouts. In prepa- 
ration for it, he went into training, with head- 
quarters at the Metropolitan Hotel. 

William, however, stuck to his Walden last, 
and prospered in a modest way. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 11, 1912, two news- 
worthy events concerning the Grace brothers 
occurred in Walden. The first was William’s 
marriage to a girl named Fannie, who was the 
daughter of one of the town’s most respected 
families. The ceremony, which took place in the 
early afternoon, went off as scheduled, with a 
single notable exception: John, one of the most 
important guests, did not appear. 

The others wondered, and commented, but 
soon forgot the absent brother, in the gaiety of 
seeing the newlyweds off to New York City for 
a brief honeymoon, Although more than one of 
the assemblage jokingly asked William and

Fannie at what hotel they intended to stop, 
they got only the bantering reply: “We're not 
telling. We don’t want any visitors.” 

Later in the afternoon, the second event 
became known, It was not news for any society 
columnist, but rather fell squarely in the laps 
of the crime reporters. John Grace’s murdered 
body was discovered in the lounge of the Walden 
20th Century Club, on Main St. 

The club occupied three rooms above a cigar 
store. As a regular thing, it met weekly, on 
Saturdays, and the “meetings” consisted mainly 
of a “feed’”’ and card games among the all-men 
membership. Both the Grace brothers had been 
members since their arrival in Walden, and John 
had continued paying his dues, even after he 
moved to Newburgh. 

The wrestler’s body was discovered at 5 that 
afternoon by the janitor of the building who 
had come in to do the regular once-a-week 
cleaning. Grace, fully clothed, lay on a sofa, 
his skull split, and it was obvious that a blood- 
spattered meat cleaver lying near by had been 
the weapon employed. 


OON, Walden Police Chief Ronk, Orange County 
Detective William Moore, and Dr. Fred Had- 
ley, coroner’s physician, were on the scene. 
‘“‘He’s been dead three or four days,” Dr. 
Hadley announced, after examining the body. 
Ronk searched Grace’s clothing, but found, 
so far as money was concerned, only 21 cents. 
Since Grace was known usually to carry a large 
roll and to wear several pieces of expensive 


jewelry, none of which was now on him, the 


investigators were ready to believe that robbery ’ 


had played at least some part in the crime. 
The first concern of Ronk and Moore was to 
establish whether the murdered man had been 
present at the club’s last meeting the previous 
Saturday, and if so, what had transpired. They 
located the president of the organization, a local 
businessman, and put their questions to him. 
“No,” their informant declared, “John didn’t 
show up Saturday, but his brother Bill did. He 
Sat in for a few hands of poker, but left early. 
The session broke up just before midnight.”

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president explained that although every member 
had a key to the clubrooms an extra one was 
always kept above the lintel of the entrance, and 
that this fact was fairly common knowledge.

= Grace’s room, the investigators found noth- 
ing which seemed immediately to relate to 
his murder. There was, however, a cardboard 
carton containing a disorganized mass of per- 
sonal mementoes, and on the off chance that its 
contents, when collated and examined, might be 
of importance, they took it to Walden. 

That night, word reached Ronk and Moore 
that the bartender of the Eagle Hotel, in Walden, 
had information for them. They paid him a 
visit and learned that he had talked with John 
Grace the previous Saturday evening. 

“He had just had a shave and was all 
dressed up,” the bartender related. “He told 
me he was in town to keep a date with an 
actress. He said she wasn’t sure exactly when 
she could make it; up until midnight, she’d 
meet him in front of the hotel here, and after 
that, at a‘near-by church. Jack sat there at the 
end of the bar all evening, looking out the win- 
dow every little while.”’ 

“Was he alone all that time?” Chief Ronk 
asked. 

“Yes,”’ was the reply, “except for about a half 
hour when his brother Bill came in.” 

The meeting between the two, the bartender 
went on to say, had not seemed a particularly 
happy one. Their conversation, though cbviously 
tense and strained, was nevertheless conducted 
in tones inaudible to anyone but themselves. 
William Grace took his leave first, and later, 
when the bar closed-at midnight, John left by 
himself, presumably to walk over to. the 
church. “I called out good-night to him,” the 
bartender ended his story, “and made some re- 
mark about seeing him on the day of the big 
wedding. Then he said a funny thing: ‘If 1 can 
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help it, there won't be any wedding.’ ”’ 

The investigators turned in that night with 
the problem of the mysterious actress much on 
their minds. A not unreasonable reconstruction 
of the murder was that John had kept his ap- 
pointment with the girl, and, wishing to be alone 
with her, had taken her to the 20th Century 
Club, which, by midnight, had been vacated. 

From there on, one of two things might have 
happened. The girl, herself, perhaps following 
a quarrel, could have killed him in a rage. Or, 
more probably, the pair might have been fol- 
lowed by an outraged husband or jealous rival, 
who had taken the extreme means to eliminate 
an interloper. In either case, the robbery was 
merely a blind. It remained, then, to discover 
who the actress was. 

The next morning, Ronk and Moore sat down 
before the cardboard carton containing John 
Grace’s papers to see if it might divulge the 
answer to their problem. They had not been 
long at it when the phone rang. William Grace 
was on the wire. 

“I’m at the Hotel St. Denis, in New York,” 
he said breathlessly, ‘and I’ve just seen the 
terrible news about Jack in the morning papers. 
Fannie and I are leaving right away for Walden.” 


ONK and Moore returned to their interrupted 
work. They went through sheaves of clippings

Fannie went directly to the home of her 
parents, where she remained, while William, 
after depositing his baggage there, put in an 
appearance at Chief Ronk’s office. 

In a solemn voice, the brother confirmed his 
meeting with John at the Eagle bar on Saturday 
night, and declared”it was the last time they 
had seen each other. 

“What is this story about your brother not 
approving of your marriage?” Moore asked. 

“Tt’s true that he didn't,’’ Grace replied. “But 
it wasn’t that he had anything against my 
marrying in particular. He was just against 
getting hitched in general, and thought a fellow 
who did so wasn’t any too smart.” 

The investigators nodded, and then went on 
to inquire about John’s mysterious date on the 
night of his murder. Surprisingly, William as- 
serted that he knew a great deal about it, and, 
in fact, had acted as agent in making the 
arrangements.

\Yy Hin a half hour, William Grace was under 
arrest. A search of his person produced five 
$50 bills, the possession of which he could not 
explain, but which the officers believed to be the 
remains of the roll John Grace had reclaimed 
from the safe in his Newburgh hotel. Further- 
more, a search of William's belongings brought 
to light the stolen. diamond rings and stickpin, 
cleverly cached under a disc of soap in his 
shaving mug. 

To further damn the prisoner, by the time 
he went on trial for murder on Dec. 9 and 10, 
1912, the authorities discovered that he was not 
once, but twice, a bigamist. 

After deserting his legal wife in Fall River, 
and before arriving in Walden, William Grace 
had gone through a marriage ceremony with a 
woman named Jennie, in Lowell, Mass., whom he 
subsequently abandoned. 

Grace offered virtually no defense. The jury 
found him guilty of murder in the first degree, 
and on Aug. 17, 1913, he was electrocuted at 
Sing Sing. Among those who witnessed the 
execution was Chief Ronk.

A retired British navy captain was 
then consulted, according to Wilkins, 
and he exclaimed: “I’ve seen that 
island.”

He Couldn't Help Fooling a 
Whole Town for 200 Years 


COLLEY CIBBER, the 
playwright - actor who 
later became poet laureate 
of England, was one of the 
favorites of the London 
stage back in-the early 
1700s. He gave many a 
polished performance dur- 
ing his career—usually in 
some drama of his own 
concocting—but it’s doubt- 
ful if he ever gave one as 
convincing as the one he’s 
been giving the people of 
Bedford, England, for the 
past 200 years. 

What must annoy the 
ghost of the one-time poet 
jaureate is that somebody 
else wrote the script for 
his most recent——and most 
successful — bit of make- 
believe. 

It all started back in the 
middle of the 16th century, 
when Sir William Harpur 
passed away. Sir William, 
born of poor parents in 
Bedford in 1496, just four 
years after Columbus first 
set sail for the New World, 
set his own sail for Lon- 
don early in life. 

He arrived there penni- 
less, but it wasn’t long 
before he became one of 
his country’s leading mer- 
chants. Before he died, he 
deeded to Bedford some 
lands which gave the town 
an income of £35,000 a year 

-~worth nearly $100,000 
annually, even in terms of 
today’s deflated pound. 

It wasn’t until 200 vears 


later that Bedford decided 
to honor Sir William's gra- 
cious gesture. The town 
governors commissioned 
one Benjamin Palmer to 
design a memorial to him. 
: The statue of Sir Wil- 
liam stood placidly in 
Town Hall for two centu- 
ries, until a few weeks ago. 
Then Anthony Richards, a 
Sharp-eyed Bedford boy of 
22, spotted something. 

“Sir William was born 
during the period of the 
Tudors,” Richards declared. 
“The man in the statue is 
dressed according to the 
Georgian Period — more 
than 100 years later. I 
don’t think that’s a statue 
of Sir William at all.” 


A HASTY check in the 
archives of Oxford 
University confirmed Rich- 
ards’ suspicions. The 
Statue, which had deceived 
Bedford for two centuries, 
was a likeness of Colley 
Cibber, the long-departed 
poet-playwright-actor. 

“Somebody — we don’t 
know who—must have 
gypped the governors by 
selling them a= spare 
statue,” admitted a_ red- 
faced town official. “But it’s 
200 years too late to catch 
the trickster. What we'd like 
to know is—what are we 
going to do with this actor 
who has been understudy- 
ing Sir William for a couple 
of centuries?”
